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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1) Applicants argue that Khankari is not made by a 
process which includes melting. However, Applicants do not claim a melting step. Even if Applicants added such a step, it is argued that 
direct compression causes melting to occur. Applicants' argument to the contrary is mere opinion. It is noted that, should Applicants add a 
melting step, it may well raise a new issue concerning melting and require a further search. 2) Applicants argue that the amount of sugar 
disclosed in the example is insufficient to disperse the C02 donor. However, on page 2, paragraph 3, Leslie discloses the acid/base 
couple dispersed in a matrix.
